AWARD 
This industrial dispute between the above parties was referred to this 
Tribunal for adjudication by Government as per Order G. O. Rt. 
No. 1934 /67/HLĎ dated 12-5-1967. The only issue referred for adjudication 
is “ Bonus for the year 1965-66 ." 
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2. The Union submitted their authorisation authorising Shri 
K. Sivadasan , Vice President, Quilon Saw Mill Workers Union , to 
represent them and conduct the adjudication for and on 

behalf of 
them and the Management filed their Vakalath . Inspite of several 
opportunities granted to the Union for submission of their claim statement 
the Union did not care to submit the same and so the Union was declared 
exparte. Thereafter the Management examined MWI and marked Ext. MI 
and the Management was heard . 

3. MWI is the Manager of Musaliar Industries Private Ltd., Saw 
Mills , Oliyakovil. He has categorically affirmed that the Saw Mill is a 
concern which was conducted by the Musaliar Industries on a seasonal 
basis fully depending upon the necessities of the Cashew Factories. He has 
added that bonus was always paid in the concern on the basis of the cashew 
industry bonus and not on the basis of Saw Mill Industry. He has affirmed 
that for the period in reference 10 % of the total earnings of every worker 
was paid as bonus. Hehas produced Ext. Mi, which is a register showing 
the stamped receipts executed by each and every worker after receiving the 
said bonus. He has also added that there were previous disputes between 
the same parties on the question of bonus for the period from 1957 to 
1964-65 and since in all those cases the Union had refused to adduce 
evidence the disputes were decided against the Union . 

4. Since the Union has not filed any clairn statement and since the 
Management s witness has been speaking the truth when he was examined 
as MWI about the previous bonus cases and the decision of this court in 
those adjudications in favour of the Management, I hold that there is no 
subsisting dispute between the parties at present and so I hereby dismiss 
this dispute. The award is passed accordingly and this award shall come 
into force on the expiry of thirty days from the date of its publication in the 
Government Gazette .

SHORT RECITAL OF THE CASE : 
An industrial dispute has occurred between the Management of the 
St.Mary s Cashew Factory, Puthoor and their workmen over the demands 
for bonus, refusal of employment to 3 workers etc. Failing conciliation 
Government in their Order G. O Rt. No. 2865/67 /HLD . dated 14-7-1967 
referred the dispute to Industrial Tribunal, Alleppey for adjudication . The 
Tribunal seized the dispute az I. D. No. 26 of 1967 and it is now pending 
adjudication . Three workers also moved petitions before the court of autho 
rity appointed under the Payment of Wages Act for recovery of certain 
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amounts. The partics, however tried for a compromise out of court by 
resorting to voluntary negotiations which culminated in a complete settle 
ment of the issues on the termsas laid down hercunder . 

TERMS or SETTLEMENT : 
1. The services of Sarvashree Pappan , Podikunju and Thankachan will be 
finally terminated on payment of Rs. 500 (Rupees Five hundred only) cach as 
compensation in full and final settlement of all their claims. They will also 
be paid their balance salary due for May 1967. 

2. The workers (about 100 in numbers) employed in the factory will be 
paid Rs. 5 (Runces five only) cach , as compensation for the unemployment 
occurred from 24-5-1967. 

3. The Management will restart work in the factory from 25-9-1967 and 
all the workers cmployed in the factory will be provided with work . Those 
workers who will not report for duty within 15 days of the resumption of 
work will te considered as to have voluntarily abandoned services. If any 
dispute occur in the matter of providing work to old workers the issue will be 
decided in consultation with the Union . 

4. The Union will not press the other issues involved in I. D. No. 26/67 . 

5. The parties will present a joint compromise petition b :fore the 
Industrial Tribunal praying that an award may be passed on the termsas 
indicated in the settlement. 

6. The Union will also take steps for the withdrawal of the petition 
pending before the court of the authority under the Payment of Wages Act.

In the G. O. cited Government have issued orders introducing a revised 
scheme ofKerala Government TecbnicalExamination in Civil, Mechanical 
and Electrical Engineering trom the year 1966-67.

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Regulations for recognition of Private Technical Institutions for the approval 
of Government. 

2. Government have considered the question in detail and are pleased 
to approve the Code of Regulations as appended to this order.

Appendix 
Clause 1 : 

A Technical Institution under this Code is one which imparts training in 
any one or more of the subjects given , in annexure I. 
Clause 2 : 

Technical Institutions in the State are classified as Engineering and 
Commercial for the purpose of granting recognition . 

( a ) An Engineering Institution is one which imparts training in any 
one or more of the subjects listed under " Engineering" in annexure I. 

( b ) A Commercial Institution is one which imparts training in any 
one or more of the subjects listed under " Commerce" , annexure I. 
Clause 3 : 

Recognition will be given only to such Technical Institutions as those 
fulfil the terms and conditions prescribed in these regulations. 
Clause 4 : 

Recognised Technical Institutions are allowed to use the words " Recog 
nised by Government" , as a Commercial Institute or Engineering Institute 
as the case may be, after the name of the Institution . Institutions which are 
not recognised by Government in accordance with this code are prohibited 
from advertising, displaying or in any manner indicating directly or by 
implication that they have secured recognition from Government. 
Clause 5 : 

Recognition does not entitle the Institution to grant-in - aid or financial 
assistance of any kind from the State. 

CONDITIONS FOR RECOGNITION 
Clause 6 : 

The following conditionsmust be fulfilled by the Institution seeking 
recognition . 

(i) A Cominercial Institution will have to impart training in at . 
least 2 subjects given under " Commerce" ia annetare I vith typewriting as 
a compulsory subject. 

(ii) An Eng neering Institution will have to impart training in at 
least one of the subjects given under " Engineering" in annexure I. 
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(iii ) Every Institution seeking recognition shall be equipped adequ . 
ately in respect of accommodation , workshop , and Laboratory facilities, 
library and staff for each course for which they impart training . 

(iv) The subjects taught in recognised Technical Institutions are 
given in annexure I , in which the duration of the courses is also given . No 
other subjects shall be taught in recognised institutions nor shall the period of 
training be varies. 

(v ) Admissions shall be restricted to candidates possessing the 
minimum qualifications laid down in the K.G. T. Examination Rules or 
rules for the concerned technical examinations for which coaching is offered . 

(vi) Fees levied shall not exceed the scale prescribed by the Director 
of Technical Education . 

(vii) Every Technical Instituticn shall provide instruction in respect 
of each course for such periods as may be laid down by the State Board of 
Technical Education from time to time. 

(viii) Every Technical Institute should maintain the following 
registers : 

1. Admission Registers . 
2. Attendance Register of pupils . 
3. Fee : Register. 
4. Attendance Register of staff , 
5. Acquittance Roll.. 
6. Counterfoils of Transfer Certificates, 
7. Timetable Book , 
8. Log Books . 
9. Visitor s Book , 
10. Files of outward and inward letters. 
11. Stock Book . 
12. Files of application for admission 
13. Cash Book . 
14. Library catalogue. 

15. Register of issues from the library .. 
Note: All Private Technical Engineering Institutions that has already been 

granted recognition by the Director of Technical Education for 
conducting classes for Civil Engineering, Electrical Engineering, 
Mechanical Engineering under the existing Code of Regulations and 
Scheme of Studies and Examinations will cease to be recognised with 
effect from: June, 1968 with regard to the above subjects. They will 
also stop further admissions of students to the subjects under Civil 
Engineering , Eleotrical Engineering and Mechanical Engineering 
under the old Scheme with effect from 1967. They may, however , 
continue the classes for the subjects under Civil, Electrical and 
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Mechanical of the old Scheme during 1967-68 also to cater to the 

students admitted for lower in 1966-67.

The institution shall at all times be available for inspection by the 
Director of Technical Education , or those nominated by him for ensuring 
that the prescribed standards are being maintained and that these Regula 
tions are being observed . If the Director of Technical Education is satisfied 
that any institute is not fulfilling the provisions of these rules or is otherwise 
not of a standard fixed for entitling recognition he may, at any time, cancel 
recognition of the institution , provided that before he orders cancellation he 
shall give an opportunity to the management to show cause against the 
proposed action .

1. Formulation of Rules for Discipline : - The rules ofdiscipline of cvery 
private Technical Institution shall be formulated in a definite manner and 
shall include the following rules. 

A copy of the rules of discipline shallbe posted on the Institution Notice 
Board . 

2. General Rules of Discipline : (i) Every pupil shall attend his class 
punctually 

( ii ) Every pupil shall respectfully greet the teachers on meeting them 
in the School premises for the first time every day .

(iii) No pupil shall leave the Institution during the working hours 
without the permission of the Teacher . 

(iv ) Every pupil shall wear clean clothes. 

(v) In order to promote discipline, personalcontact between teachers 
and pupils should be strengthened ; Self -Government in the form of house 
system with perfects or monitors and students councils , whose responsibility 
will be to draw up a Code of conduct and enforce its observance, should be 
encouraged in all Private Technical Institutions. 

3. Medical Inspection :-(i) Facilities should be provided by the 
Management of the Private Institutions for periodical insrection of Students 
by Medical Officers. 

(ii) No pupil shal) enter the Institution premises, if he is suffering 
from any contagious disease . 

4. Suspension and dismissal:-(i) Any pupil who is deliberately 
insubordinate or mischievous or guilty of fraud or malpractice in connection 
with examinations or who is found guilty of any other offence or who by his 
proved conduct is in the opinion ofthe Head of the Institutions likely to 
cause an unwholesome influence on other pupils , may be, according to the 
degree of offence, censured , suspended or dismissed by the Head of the Insti 
tution . In case of dismissal, a report shall be sent to the Director of Technical 
Education . An appeal from the suspended or dismissed pupil shall lie to the 
Director of Technical Education . 

(ii) When a pupil is dismissed, he should be removed from the rolls 
with appropriate entries in the admission register. When a pupil is suspen 
ded , his nameshould , for that reason alone, be removed from rolls, but the 
particulars of the suspension should be entered against his name in the 
attendance Register . 

( iii) Before a pupil is suspended , or dismissed from Institution , the 
Head of the Institution shall inform the pupil s guardian of the fact . 

(iv ) Suspension and dismissal are within the competence of the 
Principal of the Private Technical Institutions.. 

(v ) Any Pupil who is found to have secured admission by means of a 
false certificate , or by false representations of any kind , shall be summarily 
dismissed with forefeiture of whatever fee he may have paid . 

5. Pupil under suspension not be allowed to attend the Institutions : 

(i) The period of suspension shall be proportionate to the gravity of 
the offence. 

(ii ) A pupil suspended from the Institution shall not be allowed to 
attend the class during the period of suspension and shall be allowed to 
resume attendence thereafter. 

6. . Punishment Register :-(i) Every Private Institution shall maintain 
a punishment Register in the form given hereunder . 

(ii) Particulars of every punishment awarded to the pupil shall be 
entered in the punishment Register. 
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7. Cases not covered by the above rules shall be reported to the 
Director of Technical Education .

8. Withdrawal of recognition - In the event of mismanagement, 
malpractice, corruption for mal-administration , negligence of duty or 
disobedience of departmental instruction on the part of the Principal, 
Director of Technical Education will give him an opportunity to show cause 
against the action proposed to be taken and after due enquiry withdraw the 
recognition granted to his Institution . Failure on the part of the Principalof 
a recognised Private Technical Institution to obey the instructions issued by 
the Department in regard to Institution matters and the continuance as 
teacher of a person declared unfit, the recognition will be withdrawn.

( ii) No pupil who has previously attended any Private Technical 

Institution , shall be admitted to another Institution without 
the production of taansfer certificate from the Institution last 

attended by him .. 
( iii) No pupil shall be refused admission to any Institution on the 

ground of caste , community or religion unless any such condi 
tion shall be accepted , as the condition in the recognition of 
the Institution . 
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(iv ) No pupil who has been dismissed from any Institution , shall be 

adınitted to any Institution without the sanction of the 

Director of Technical Education . 
(v ) No pupil who has been convicted by a court of law for more 

than 2 months imprisonment from office involving moral 
turpitude, shall be admitted in any Institution , or allowed to 

continue in any Institution . 
(vi) The teaching staff appointed in a Private Technical Institution 

shall not be relieved in the normal course and if such relief is 
found necessary by the Head of the Institution , prior sanction 
of the Director of Technical Education shall be obtained . 

INSPECTING AUTHORITY 
Clause 11 : 

For the purpose of Clause 7 ( iii) above, the Inspecting Authorities 

shall be (a ) a Committee consisting of not less than 2 or not more than 
3 persons nominated by the Director of Technical Education of a rank 
not less than that of an Assistant Professor of Engineering College or 
Principal of a Polytechnic in the case of Engineering Institution . (b ) 
an officer of the Department of Technical Education not below the 
rank of Inspector of Commercial Schools in the case of Commerce 
Institution .

Byelaws framed by the Municipal Council, Shertalli under Section 
347 (5 ) (a ) (b ) (c) (d ) (e) (f) & (g ) of the Kerala Municipalities 
Act, 1960 (Act 14 of 1961) for the Control and Management 

of the Shertallai Municipal Water Supply . 
1. (a ) These bye -laws shall be called " Shertallai. Municipal Water 

Supply " bye-laws and shall come into force at once . 
(b) They shali apply to the Water Supply and distribution system 

in the Shertallai Municipal Town . 
2. In these bye-laws unless there be anything repugnant in the subject 

or context, 
(a ) " Act” means the Kerala Municipalities Act, 1960 (Act 14 

of 1961). 
(b ) " Commissioner" means the Commissioner of the Shertallai

Every house owner or occupier shall 
afford all facilities for such inspection on mains of water supply being cut 
off where resistance is offered . 

(b ) No tap of any service connection shall be allowed in such a 
position as to render it liable to become submerged by water issuing from it, 
or in a position where the spill or wash water cannot be discharged by 
graviation to the ncarest Municipal ditch or drain . 

(c) The risk of inlets to water tanks in house and public cattle 
watering troughs getting submerged and allowing back syphonage should be 
eliminated completely by providing overflows below the level of the inlets, 
even when they are fitted with ball valves. 

(d ) Any hand pump which may be permitted under the meter rate 
system shall be fixed on to the service pipe itself and nowhere else and 
every such pump shall be installed with the express sanction of the Com 
missioner. In no case a power driven pump shall be fitted , 
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(e ) No taps should be fitted up in close proximity to privies, 
urinais or open drains or places where injurious gases are likely to emanate 
and no taps or connections to any storage tank or reservoir shll be fixed as 
to permit the contents of tank to syphon back into to supply pipe. 

17. The meter shall, wherever practicable, be placed above ground 
level inside the house or premises concerned in such manner as to be 
adequately protected from damage by weather or other causes. 

18. Except as otherwise provided in the Act or in these bye-laws water 
will be supplied for bona -fide domestic purposes alone. 

19. All the service connections will be charged on metered system . 
Meters of the type duly approved by the Municpial Commissioner shall be 
supplied by the Municipality or got installed by the owner or occupier of 
the premises concerned . It shall be kept under the lock and key or seal of 
the Municipality and shall be read and maintained by the Council. When 
ever the meter becomes irrepairable the same shall be replaced at the cost 
of the party . 

In the case of meters supplied by the owner or occupier of the premises 
meter rent at the rate prescribed in the bye -law 29 (a ) shall not be 
recovered .

of the units consumed . 

24. (a ) The water charges should be paid in the Municipal Office 
within 15 days after the demand is made. The demand shall ordinarily be 
made within the 10th of the month succeeding that to which the 
consumption relates, in Form 15 . 

(b ) If the amount is not paid within the above period the 
Commissioner shall be at Jiberty to cut off the service at any time 15 days 
after service of a notice of demand of such arrears on the owner or occupies 
of the premises under section 163 of the Kerala Municipalities Act and the 
Council or the Commissioner shall not be liable for any damages for such 
cutting off of service . 


(c ) Payment for all water supplied under the terms and conditions 
laid down in these bye-laws, if notmade by the party conceracd , within the 
time stipulated , shall be recoverable in the same manner as in the case of 
the property tax . 

25. Complaints ; if any, relating to the accuracy of the reading should 
be made in writing to the Commissionce within 10 days of the delivery of 
the water bill, and in case the complaint relates to the non -receipt of the 
bill , it should be made before the end of the month . 

26. (a). The owner or occupier of any house or premises may apply to 
the Commissioner or any person authorised in thas behalf to have the meter 
tested . A test fee of Rs. 2 shall be paid along with the application . 

(b ) When the application is made and the test fee is paid , the meter 
shall be tested . If cn testing it i found that the quantity registered by the 
meter exceeds 10 percent of the correct quantity the test fce shall be 
refunded to the applicant ; otherwise it shall be credited to the Municipal 
fund . The result of the testing shall be intimated to the applicant in 
Form No. 16 . 

27. Notwithstanding anything contained in bye-law 26 , the Com 
missioner or any other oflicer authorised by the Commissioner may in his 
own initiative test any meter at any time between sunrise and sunset on 
giving , not less than 24 hours notice in Form No. 17 to the occupicr of the 
house or premises concerned . 

28. If, on examination , any meter be found to be out of order and not

32. (a ) Every boiler for generating steam which requires water shall 
be supplied with water froin a cistern , and not directly from the service 
pipe, and every such cistern shall be supplied with a ball valve , detective or 
a waining pipe, and proper means of access for inspection thereof. 

(b ) No supply pipe shall be connected to any witer , closet urinal, 
steam boiler or any other closed vessels otherwise than through the supply 
cistern thereof, 

33. Every person to whom a house connection is given shall maintain 
the house connection in good order and repair . 

34. No person shall break the seal or lock in the meter or break the 
glass on the diaior open the meter or alter index of the meter or prevent 
any ineter from duly registering the quantity of water supplied or obstruct or 
use water before it has been registered by a meter set up for measuring the 
same or permit or cause the meter to be stolen or damaged so that the meter 
may not duly register the quantity of water supplied .

37. No person shall bathe or spit or wash animals, cloths, utensils or 
vehicles etc. as or near any public fountain , stand post, hydrant, or tap, or 
shall draw water or cause water to be drawn therefrom for irrigation , 
construction etc. purposes other than bonafide domestic purposes or for 
drinking 

Explanation. The term Bathe means and includes washing the whole 
or any portion ofbody. 

38. No person shall draw water from stand posts, or public water taps 
or hydrants for any purposes other than dornestic purposes. 

39. No water carts or barrels shall be filled at any public stand post 
except at such stand posts as are specially provided for the purpose. These 
shall be indicated by notice boards put up by the Council. 

40. No person shall so manipulate the stand posts or public water tap 
or hydrants as to secure a continuous flow of water for any purpose except 
for the extinction of fire . 

41. Except in the case of fire, no person not duly authorised by the 
Cominissioner shall open or in any way interfere with any main pipe or valve 
or fire-plug (Hydrants) connected with the water supply.

45. The Commissioner may sanction temporary connection for supply 
of water to a building during marriage or other occasions and to a premises 
for the construction of buildings. Charges therefor shall be levied at the rate 
of Rs. 10 per connection per day or part thereof for marriages and such 
functions and Rs. 5 per day or part thereof for construction of buildings and 
for other purposes, in addition to consumptior charges at the rates provided 
for domestic and non -domestic purposa respectively .

1. (a ) The authority to grant licences to plumbers shall be the Com . 
missioner to whom application for licences shall be made. 

(b ) The licence shall be in Form No. 20 . 

(C ) Only a licence holder of Public Health Engineering Department 
can apply for a Plumber s Licence under these bye -laws. 

2. (a ) Any person , applying to the Commissioner for a licence shall, 
along with application pay a licence fee of Rs. 10 and produce an agreement 
in Form No. 21 with the security amount of Rs. 100 . 

G : 2293 : 
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(b ) The Commissioner on being satisfied of the competency of the 
applicant by practical examination or otherwise , may issue a licence in Form 
No. 20 . 

If the application be rejected -the licence fee and security amount 
deposited by the applicant shall be returned to him . 

(c) The licence shall hold good only for a period of one year from the 
date of issue of licence but they may be renewed year after year on payment 
of the licence fee of Rs. 10 mentioned in clause (a). 

3. A list of licenced plumbers shall be kept in the Municipal Office, 

4. The plumbers shall carryout all water supply installation work 
( including new installation , alteration and repair ) subject to the bye-laws 
and in accordance with the orders that may be issued from time to time by 
the Commissioner or any person acting under his orders. 

5. The plumbers selected by the owner or occupier of a house of 
premises for the construction of a new water supply installation or for the 
extension , alteration or repair of an existing water supply installation shall 
preseat to the Commissioner an estimate (in duplicate ) with a specification 
describing the work and with a dimensioned sketch plan of the proposed 
installation , extension , alteration or repair as the case may be. 

6. On approval by the Commissioner under rule 5 of the Schedule the 
plumber may collect all the materials such as taps, pipes, valves, etc., neces 
sary for the work , but shall not commence the work until the materials have 
been inspected and approved by the Commissioner or any other officer duly 
authorised by the Commissioner and until the plumber is satisfied that the 
owner or occupier has duly applied for houses connection . 

7. (a ) The Commissioner or other officers ofMunicipal Council autho 
rised by the Commissioner in that behalf may inspect the works of plumbers 
at any stage . 

( b ) If on inspection , it is found that any material used or work done 
is not of the approved pattern or specification the plumber shall in accord 
ance with the orders of the Officer concerned repla the materials with 
materials of approved pattern or reconstruct the work as the case may be. 

8. Any plumber requiring water to be shut off from or let on any place 
in connection with his work may apply to the Commissioner but shall on no 
account interfere with any street tap cock or valve for the purpose. 

9. Every plumber shall keep a book ( Form No. 22) supplied by the 
Commissioner in which he shall enter all details of work done by him in 
connection with any water supply installation . Such book shall be the pro 
perty of the Municipal Council and shall be sent to the Commissioner for 
perusal and return , every month . 

10. (a ) The Commissioner may by a written order fine a licenced 
plumber, suspend or cancel with or without forfeiture of security the licence 
of any plumber who is guilty of breaking or evading any rule , bye -law or 
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other orders of the Municipal Council or any Government order relating to 
water supply, or fails to comply with any rcasonable order given to him by a 
duly authorised officer of the Municipal Council or whose work in the op 
nion of the Commissioner is not satisfactory. 

(b ) The order of the Commissioner shall be final subject to the result 
of any appeal to the Municipal Council filed within 30 days of the corumuni 
cation of the order of the Commissioner to the plumber. 

11. Any plumber whose licence has been cancelled or suspended shall 
return his licence to the Commissioner within 24 hours of the communication 
to him of such cancellation or suspension . 

12. If two or more plumbers form themselves in a company or partner 
ship any penalty imposed under these bye-laws shall be operative against 
every plumber constituting such company or partnership unless the order 
imposing the penalty shows other wise .
